REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the art 
of record discloses a mounting arrangement for pipe accepting a pipe through a boundary 
in a vehicle comprising: a pipe, a dash mat disposed adjacent the dash, and mounting 
plate; noise abating material is being disposed between the dash and the mounting plate 
contacting an outer circumferential surface of the pipe and overlapping a portion of the 
dash. Gahlau et al. (Pat No 4,655,496) discloses noise insulation for a vehicle but fails to 
teach a pipe mounting assembly. Yasuta et al, (2002/0008399) discloses a dash (27) and 
a pipe (37) mounted on the dash but fails to teach a dash mat and a mounting plate. The 
other cited references are of interest.
